Litter on the rise 

Report shows Nova Scotians toss trash more

Nova Scotians are littering 
more than they did four 
years ago, according to an 
Environment Department 
report released yesterday. 

The report found a 21 per 
cent increase in garbage 
tossed onto the street com¬ 
pared to 2004. 

“We are disappointed 
that litter continues to be a 
problem in Nova Scotia," 
said David Morse, environ¬ 
ment minister. “Nova Sco¬ 
tians need to understand 
that there are serious envi¬ 
ronmental, economic and 
social impacts when people 
do not dispose of their 
waste properly.” 

Last summer, the Nova 


Scotia Youth Conservation 
Corps picked up trash from 
55 randomly chosen sites 
across the province, includ¬ 
ing Halifax. 

Members collected more 
than 16,000 pieces of 
garbage, including: ciga¬ 
rette butts, food wrappers, 
bottles and fast-food con¬ 
tainers. 

Almost three-quarters of 
the junk was discarded 
butts. 

“One cigarette butt may 
be small, but when you add 


them all up, we are talking 
about high ratios of toxic 
chemicals like tar, carbon 
monoxide and lead leach¬ 
ing into our soil, water sys¬ 
tems and into the food 
chain,” said Youth Corps 
volunteer Claire Simmons. 

“I’m frustrated people 
can’t take the extra few 
minutes to clean up after 
themselves,” said Bill Ring, 
CEO of the Resource Recov- 
eiy Fund Board. “As a for¬ 
mer smoker, I’m sure I’ve 
littered. Now, I pick up fair¬ 


ly often.” 

Progress has been made 
in cutting back on stray 
drink containers. When the 
survey was first conducted 
in 1989, 70 per cent of the 
waste was bottles; the de- 
posit-return system intro¬ 
duced in 1996 is credited 
with dropping that number 
to five per cent. 

“As Nova Scotia moves to¬ 
ward the goal of reducing 
the disposal rate to 300 kilo¬ 
grams of garbage per per¬ 
son, per year, the Depart¬ 
ment of Environment will 
continue to increase aware¬ 
ness about the litter prob¬ 
lem,” said Morse.

A record number of 
employers braved the 
economic storm to recruit 
university students at a 
summer j'ob fair in Halifax 
yesterday. 

The annual fair, put on by 
Mount Saint Vincent Uni¬ 
versity, Dalhousie Universi¬ 
ty and Saint Maiy’s Univer¬ 
sity, drew 60 exhibitors, up 
from an average of 40. 

“This fair shows there are 
still opportunities for stu¬ 
dents. It’s really promising 
— it’s our largest event,” 
said MSVU’s Christine 
Frigault. She added that 
about 65 per cent of the em¬ 
ployers are Nova Scotian. 

“It echoes what happened 
with our September career 
fair, which was the biggest 
ever in the midst of what 
was to come with the econo¬ 
my,” Frigault said. “Retire¬ 
ments still come up and 
businesses still need to fill 
those positions.” 

The Cunard Centre event 
is aimed at university stu¬ 
dents looking for summer 
work or careers. The ex¬ 
hibits offered work ranging 


from counsellors at summer 
camps to bank workers, 
stock traders and represen¬ 
tatives from all three levels 
of government. At one sec¬ 
tion of the fair, the Canadian 
militaiy sought new recruits 
alongside weapons maker 
Lockheed Martin and CSIS, 
the spy agency.

HRM crime drops for fourth straight year

The results are in and 
crime was down across 
HRM for the fourth year in 
a row last year. 

According to police statis¬ 
tics, 2008 saw a drop in 
both violent crime (down 
six per cent from 2007) and 
property crime (down 11 
per cent from 2007). 

“It’s a combination of a 
number of initiatives we’ve 
undertaken combined with 
new officers that have been 
provided to us,” said Halifax 
Regional Police spokesman 
Const. Jeff Carr. 

The downturn in crime 
has paired pretty closely 
with the growing police 
force. In 2005 there were a 
little more than 400 sworn 
Halifax Regional Police offi¬ 
cers, said Carr. Today that 
number has risen to 518. 

Both the city and province 
have funded new officers. In 
late 2007 police Chief Frank 
Beazley said there was not 
enough police to fully tackle 
some high-crime pockets 
across HRM. 


Youth stats 

• While crime has been de¬ 
creasing in Halifax in general, 
one area bucking the trend is 
violent youth crime. The num¬ 
ber of 12- to 17-year-olds 
charged with violent crimes 
has been steadily inching up¬ 
wards. Whether that contin¬ 
ued in 2008 will be released in 
a July Statistics Canada report. 

Yesterday Carr said many 
of the new officers have 
been deployed to those ar¬ 
eas, and three new commu¬ 
nity offices have been set up 
in Greystone, Bayers/West¬ 
wood and Scotia Court in 
Dartmouth. 

“I’m not sure if we set any 
goal numbers-wise, but ob¬ 
viously our goal in any year 
is to reduce crime,” said 
Carr. “So we’re happy to see 
that happen this year.” 

Both break and enters and 
motor vehicle thefts saw 
massive drops in 2008. 
Break and enters fell by 23 
per cent, while motor vehi¬ 
cle thefts were down 17 per 
cent. Robberies were down 
eight per cent overall. 


Halved plow 
times get 
council's OK 

city hall After unplowed 
streets slowed paramedics 
from getting to a 71-year-old 
woman, council voted to 
support cutting plow times 
in half yesterday. 

Priority 2 streets don’t 
have to be plowed for 24 
hours.

Unplowed streets delayed 
paramedics from getting to 
a resident in her district 
who was having a health 
emergency. 

Then, when paramedics 
brought her home hours lat¬ 
er they had to cany her 
through a neighbour’s yard 
because the road still was 
not plowed. 

“This is a serious safety is¬ 
sue. This resident could 
have died, it could be fatal,” 
said Mosher. 

Yesterday’s vote doesn’t 
make the new deadlines 
law. Staff will come back 
with a report on how much 
it will cost and that will be 
debated at budget time for 
next winter. However, other 
parts of the report can be 
enacted immediately, such 
as creating stiffer penalties 
for snow removal 
contractors who don’t meet 
their targets.

Band councillor appears in court on firearms and drug charges

administrator sat stoically as 
he made his first court ap¬ 
pearance yesterday on a 
litany of firearm and drug-re¬ 
lated charges following Mon¬ 
day night’s raid of his Willow 
Street home. 

Alexander Keith Cope, 44, 
of 780 Willow St., appeared 
briefly in Truro provincial 
court yesterday afternoon for 
a bail hearing. He is facing 36 
charges, including possession 
of marijuana for the purpose 
of trafficking, producing 
marijuana, producing 

cannabis resin and possess¬ 
ing cannabis resin. 

Police seized a total of 16 
firearms, including 13 long 
guns, two revolvers and a pis¬ 
tol. Charges of careless stor¬ 


age of a firearm accompanies 
each of the gun charges and 
he is also charged with pos¬ 
session of stolen property 
from Manitoba involving one 
of the rifles. 

RCMP spokesman Sgt. 
Mark Gallagher said the fact 
Cope is a band councillor had 
no impact on the investiga¬ 
tion. 

“None whatsoever. We ear¬ 
ly on our investigation like 
we would any other investi¬ 
gation of people that are deal¬ 
ing with drugs,” he said dur¬ 
ing an afternoon news con¬ 
ference at the Millbrook 
RCMP detachment. 

Cope’s common-law wife 
of nine years, Nicole 
Williams, 30, who is four- 
month’s pregnant, faces the 


same charges as Cope. 

Both were released from 
custody on strict conditions, 
including a 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. 


curfew. 

Cope was ordered to post a 
bail of $10,000 cash. He is 
permitted to be outside the 


community or the province 
on band business, providing 
he has advance permission 
from the RCMP to do so. His 
curfew conditions apply re¬ 
gardless of his location. 

Cope is to return for an 
election and plea on March 4. 

Williams, who took deep 
breaths and appeared to fight 
back tears as she sat with her 
hands clasped in front of her 
stomach while in the court¬ 
room, is to return for a plea 
on March 18. 

Police said they obtained 
the search warrant on infor¬ 
mation firearms were not se¬ 
cured properly inside the 
home at the MiUbrook-Truro 
border. 

Cope is serving his eighth 
two-year term as a band 


councillor in Millbrook and 
has been the Chignecto-Cen- 
tral Regional School Board’s 
First Nations representative 
since being appointed by the 
education minister in August 
2003. 

“While the charges are ob¬ 
viously troubling he hasn’t 
been found guilty of them,” 
said education department 
spokesman Peter McLaugh¬ 
lin. “We have to respect the 
court process. 

Chief Lawrence Paul said 
council would discuss the is¬ 
sue at its Feb. 18 council 
meeting and take advice 
from its solicitor. 

He did say the charges 
show nobody is above the 
law in Millbrook.

Vote too dose to call 


Israeli Foreign Minister

Exit polls gave Livni’s cen¬ 
trist Kadima party 29 seats, 
a two-seat lead over former 
premier Netanyahu’s Likud. 
But neither won more than 
a quarter of parliament’s 
seats and the early counting 
showed the right narrowing 
the gap to just a single seat. 


What next? 

• A tight finish will hand a 
key role to President Shi¬ 
mon Peres, who in theory 
can nominate any legislator 
to try to form a government. 

• In practice, the leader of 
the biggest party is nomi¬ 
nated after an election. 

An overall rightward 
shift in the 120-seat Knesset 
will, in any case, dent 
hopes in U.S. President 
Barack Obama’s adminis¬ 


tration for an Israeli coali¬ 
tion to push for peace with 
the Palestinians and other 
Arab neighbours after last 
month’s war in the Gaza 
Strip. 

Livni urged her main ri¬ 
val to join a national unity 
coalition under her leader¬ 
ship. But Netanyahu said 
polls showed there would 
be a right-wing majority in 
Israel’s highly fragmented 
parliamentaiy system and 
that his Likud party would 
be able to head a new 
coalition. reuters

Bank chief still confident 


The Bank of Canada has 
plenty of flexibility to cut 
rates and expand liquidity 
operations if needed, but 
it expects a U.S. bank sta¬ 
bilization plan to mark the 
gradual return of 
confidence to the global 
financial system, governor 
Mark Carney said 
yesterday. 

Grilled by legislators on 
a parliamentary finance 
committee, Carney also de¬ 
fended his highly ques¬ 
tioned forecast for Cana¬ 
da’s quick recovery from 
the recession to growth of 
3.8 per cent next year. 

Carney sought to assure 
legislators that the central 
bank has not run out of op-

tions to stimulate the 
economy and that, in com¬ 
parison to some other 
countries, its rate cuts 
have translated into lower 
mortgages and rates 
throughout the system. 

The bank has cut its 
benchmark overnight rate 
by 350 basis points since 
December 2007 to a 50- 
year low of one per cent. 
Its last cut was on Jan. 22 
and its next decision is due 
March 3. 


The bank has injected 
billions into money mar¬ 
kets, peaking at $40 billion 
in December, and Carney 
said the bank stands ready 
to expand those operations 
if conditions warrant such 
action. 

In defending his growth 
projections, Carney said 
the bank used 21 different 
forecasting models but al¬ 
so applied a considerable 
dose of personal judgment 
to its outlook, because of 
the highly uncertain global 
financial situation. 

“We don’t do optimism, 
we don’t do pessimism. We 
do realism at the Bank of 
Canada. We don’t do spin,” 
he said. reuters

Les Berry’s eyes light up as 
soon as the discussion 
turns to the talent and 
athleticism he has at his 
fingertips.

The 19-year-old forward 
netted the game-tying 
goal with 33.5 seconds re¬ 
maining in what would 
eventually be a 3-2 
shootout loss to the 
Bathurst Titan at the 
Metro Centre. 

The Mooseheads’ coach¬ 
ing staff addressed what 
was mostly an uninspired 
effort in the locker room 
post-game. 

“We know what we did 
wrong and we talked 
about it,” Bahm said. “We 
came out flat. If we had 
come out with energy, it 
would have been a really 
good game for us to win.” 

The last-place Moose¬ 
heads, whose playoff 
hopes fade every time 
they don’t get two points 
out of a game, considered 
the matchup with the 
young Titan team (21-25- 
5-5) winnable. 

But without the energy 
they’ve shown during a 
recent stretch, they were 
lucky to even be in posi¬ 
tion to tie it. 

“We got a point out of 
it, that’s probably the on¬ 
ly positive,” Bahm said 
bluntly. “We need all the 
points we can get.” 

“It’s still a loss,” coun¬ 
tered Halifax defenceman 
Pascal Amyot moments 
later. “We play for two 
points every night. It’s 
better than nothing, yeah, 
but it’s disappointing. We 
know we can give a lot 
better effort than that.” 

Justin Pender scored 
Halifax’s other goal, while 
Mooseheads goalie Mark 
Yetman was largely re¬ 
sponsible for the point, 
making 34 saves and get¬ 
ting the nod as third star. 

Yetman was beaten on 
shootout attempts by 
Spencer Jezegou and 
Artem Demlcov but con¬ 
tinues to shine after being 
handed a heavy workload 
of 12 starts in the past 13 
games. 

“Yeti is playing great,” 
Bahm said. “He’s been 
backstopping us, getting 
shot after shot, and he’s 
coming up big. That’s 
what we need, and he’s 
doing a great job.” 

The Mooseheads (15-33- 
3-3) are two points behind 
Lewiston and three be¬ 
hind Val-d’Or and Baie- 
Comeau. They must pass 
two of those teams in the

Butternut Squash 
Gratin 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 butternut squash, about 

2 lbs (1 leg), halved cross¬ 
wise, then lengthwise, 
seeded and peeled 

1 medium red onion, 
halved and thinly sliced 

1 1/2 cups (375 ml) frozen 
corn kernels, thawed 

2 1/4 tsp (11 ml) extra vir¬ 
gin olive oil 

1/3 cup (75 ml) grated 
Parmesan cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400°F 
(200°C). Quarter butternut 
squash pieces lengthwise 
and then cut crosswise in¬ 
to 1/2-in. (1-cm) thick 


chunks. Combine squash, 
onion, corn and oil in 
large bowl, tossing to coat. 

2. Arrange vegetables in a 
13 x 9-in. (30 x 20-cm) bak¬ 
ing dish. Bake until butter¬ 
nut squash is tender, 40 
minutes, stirring halfway 
through cooking time. 

3. Sprinkle Parmesan 
cheese over vegetables 
and bake until melted and 
golden, 5 minutes.
